Counc. Sewell report of the Muni¬ 
cipal Convention as follows: The 

Resolution asking for grants for road 
work and bridges was carried by a 
similar resolution from another Muni¬ 
cipal District. Much of th etime of 
the Convention was taken up in dis¬ 
cussing amendments - Co the Tax Re¬ 
covery Act and the old problem of 
sub-divisions, weeds, and seed grain 
took up a good portion of the time. 
The Deputy Minister was present at 
all the sessions and promised to do 
his best to have the proposed amend¬ 
ments carried into effect at the com¬ 
ing ession of the Legislation, Council¬ 
lor Sewell was of the opinion that 
time and money expended in attend¬ 
ing th e Conventions was a sound in¬ 
vestment on the part of the Municipa 
District. 

MiOTHERS ALLOWANCE: Secret¬ 
ary’s reports that the Department in¬ 
vested in h e cases in the district, 
receiving help through the Mother’s 
Allowance Act, and Counc. Doucette 
moved that those receiving help—— 
be carried ut until spring. 

LAPEARL CEMETERY: Councillor 
McCluskey reported that Mr. Henry 
Morrison would sell one acre of land 
Ifer Cemetery purposes on section 
(S-43-3-4M. Secretary was In¬ 
structed to take this matter up with 
the C.P.R. for the purchase, and re¬ 
port at next meeting. 

TAX SALE. Councillor McCluskey 
that the secretary be authorised to 
purchase any unsold lands on the Tax 
Sa.I e f° r the Munioipal District as pro¬ 
vided by the act. 

LOANS: Letter was read from a 
resident, ratepayer of the Municipal¬ 
ity,,- willing; to loan monies to -the 
Council on short loans, Councillor 
Tunney mved hat this be left 
over to the new year, Carried. 
TREASURER’S BOND : Letter was 
read from the Deputy Minister re¬ 
questing th e Council to increase the 
Treasurer’s Bond, Reeve Ferguson 
moved that said bond be increased 
from J3000 to $5000, and to advise 
Department. Carried.

SHORT STORIES OF A SOLDIER’S LIFE 
AT THE FRONT 


v * AT ETAPLES, SEPTEMBER 1917 

Wm. We had started on a long hike from 

R ulogne the morning before, land- 
^ j, amid plenty of groans and curses, 
at the end of our journey, Etaples; 
,\p.nd were now looking over our blis- 
>*ers with care, wondering all the time 
:.;What kind of grub we were going to 
get while in this place. 

After a round of the canteens, you 
being flush, buy a bunch of stuff and 
retire to your sandy tent to eat and 
smoke your purchases. Of course 
there are a couple of pals to help you. 

Taking a stroll round the camp to 
See how hings are laid out, you plunge 
into an “old-timer’’ who you know, 
and of course if he is not smoking, out 
comes your cigarette case and you do 
him handsome. After looking at yout 
brand of smoke he proceeds to light 
up, and then you spend an hour to¬ 
gether going over old experiences and 
asking after old friends. Finally 

j^nething happens to break up the 
' (maybe the orderly sergeant is 

coming, with great precision, in your 
direction) and you think in the inter¬ 
ests of you both, you had better do a 
hurried retreat. With a “Meet you 
-fo-night in front of the orderly room” 
you beat it, to get out of the way of 
'the sergeant. 

That afternoon the word comes 

around that there has been trouble 

down in Etaples, an M.P. has shot 
someone, and the boys are just wild 
to go into the town and let the M.P.s 
have it strong. The order comes 
from headquarters that you are bar¬ 
red from going down to Etaples that 
night, and of course as a consepuence 
some of the boys plan right away to 
he there with bells on. It is nosed 
around that all the M.P.s are in a 
compound under a strong guard, and 
naturally your interest in the affair 
attains a fever point. 

On nosing around, you see \hem, 
from all the different camps, taking 
their ammunition to the’central store 
Gee! this looks serious, and they 
must be expecting a general clean up 
of something, from the boys. \ 

Things go off alright the first night 
and you are expecting to see the 
trouble calmed over without anything 
happening. At about 3.30 that af¬ 
ternoon you are reading in your tent, 
(he “Bull ring”—one ;of the tough¬ 
est drill parades in the world at that 
time—has been closed . on account of 


this affair) and the Orderly Segt. 
comes in and tells you to be ready at 
6.30 that night f-or duty on one of 
the bridges crossing the railroad. He 
tells you light marching order will be 
the dress, and that rifles will be car¬ 
ried. He details some of the other 
boys in your tent, and after he goes 
out you wonder what is in the wind, 
and swear a little that you should 
have been one of the chosen, for you 
had an appointment with one of the 
fellows in the next camp. 

“Thun!’ 5 You spring smartly into 
that upright atttitude and the officer 
of the guard comes down the line at 
a pace nearing a trot, giving you the 
“once over” as he passes. This is 
not like the ordinary inspection for 
the man, two men down, has not 
shaved to-day, and the officer pas¬ 
ses him without another glance at his 
features, “Stand at' ease, easy.” The 
officer trots over to the orderly room 
(where they give out 28 days without 
a smile) and after a couple of min¬ 
utes comes out and holds a small con- 
flab with his sergt. Then, backing 
’shun’’ “Sloo-up arms” “Queek march 
—then a run to the front of the party 
and a changing of step, and the offic¬ 
er is in full swing with his little band 
As the boys are all nearly new to 
him. and as he wants to get into 
their good graces, he passes the or¬ 
der down “MCarch easy, but don’t 
smoke.” The fellows get talking to¬ 
gether and the general topic is, “Why 
the bridge guards?” 

We come to! our bridge, You enter 
the approach to it by a right wheen 
and after two hundred yards up a 
general slope, you come to the bridge 
—it is only a small affair, about forty 
yards across and maybe six yards 
wide, and you wonder why in the 
world they need about thirty men to 
stop traffic over it. It is too hard 
to approach to be ever rushed by a 
mob. 

The party are put in a hut at the 
bottom of the slope, on the town side 
of the bridge, and the guards and 
their reliefs are picked. You start 
your duty in a hour, and after siz¬ 
ing up the officer, three ,of you go 
over and ask to be let go down to 
the estamiint on the corner. After 
the officer gets your promise to be 
back in a quarter of an hour, you are 
free to go. (Pretty good fellow, that 
officer, and sure knows how to get 
next to the boys.)

You have returned as per y.our pro¬ 
mise, and are now on duty on the 
bridge, there is to your mind nothing 
to be on duty for as there are no mobs 
here, though they at the next bridge 
north (the Aussies) have been rushed 
and have let th e bunch through. 

A Y.M.C.A. covered Ford comes 
up the Incline and you step out Into 
the roadway with your rifle at the 
“on guard” The glar e of the head¬ 
lights blind you, hut the car stops and 
you look inside to sfee who is going 
over, it is a couple of canteen girls 
and one of the drivers, the girls are 
wearing a scared look, and so after 
looking inside to see no other pas¬ 
sengers are Carried you tell the dri¬ 
ver, with a grin, to proceed, he is 
again stopped by the other sentry at 
the other end of the bridge, and then 
he goes his way, and no doubt the 
poor girls are heaving a sigh of re¬ 
lief. 

There is an approach up the side of 
the bridge by a narrow path, and you 
hear muttered oaths proceeding from 
this direction, and an occasional 
"Come on boys’ hie! we can get over 
here, hie! all right, hie!” You step 
over the bridge and tell the other 
sentry, “There is a drunk and some 
twelve or so followers coming up the 
pathway, you could’ easily stop them 
in the pathway, but it is a nasty 
place and you might give them more 
than they want" The other sentry 
yells "Turn out” and the officer and 
about twenty men come up the slope 
on the double. 

After seeing the mob go through 
the “Aussies,’’ the boys are not going 
to let any bunch, large or small, go 
through here, they make three lines 
in the centre of the bridge and the 
officer comes through to you- and you 
wait for the belaboring party to come 
upon the roadway. 

They finally get up and after look¬ 
ing over the array of opposition, the 
drunk says to the rest of his gang, 
"Come on hoys, hie! Lets rush them” 
The others stood stil!. The 'officer 
walks out to the party and says, “Say 
boys! Don’t you think it would be 
better to go--hormcrthin dT'l'nk- 
en guy with you and ‘allee tout suit.” 
“Compree?” They seemed to, for 
they started on their way without 
further delay. 

You are finally relieved and going 
down to the hut find that the good 
fellowtthe officer) has got a couple of 
cans of beer for the boys. Now 
down? I .should say not! 

We were not on guard there any 
more, and a few days after, the af¬ 
fair was blown over and we had a 
good time down in the town and over 
in Paris Plague. 



GOING OUT FOR RATIONS 

I had been at the sniping school for 
a few weeks and on getting hack to 
the transport lines of my own unit, I 
found the battalion Was in the line 
at Loos Getting all my spare cash 
in hand I started on a round of can¬ 
teens and soio-n had a nice stock of 
cigarettes with me. , My old pal 
Jim(mie had also been down to the 
school and w e were going in the line 
together that night when the rations 
went up. 

During the afternoon we hunted 
around and found out from various 
scources what the line was like in 
that part, as neither of us had been 
in at Loos before. We ,alst> asked 
about our pals and were glad to 
learn that they were all all right. 

Finally, when it came dusk, the 
wagons with the rations started up 
the line and we followed along in 
their wake. We arrived at the ra¬ 
tion dump al right and started up the 
line to our section with the men who 
had come out for our rations. 

We were following a trail and as it 
was not very well outlined we were 
constantly getting off it, but we came 
aR last to a short piece of sunken 
road, and were making our way up 
this when okl Heinie started up a 
machine gun somewhere behind his 
line and the bullets were dropping all 
around us, but, as usual, we didn’t 
get a scratch, though it sure made us 
hump it for a few yards. After we 
entered the trench we only went down 
it about 100 yards* then we turned to

into the crowd. Of course we were 
greeted with the usual comments and 
it was not long before we knew the 
whole layout of posts, which was the 
best one, and which was the one it 
was well to keep our ears open when 
on. I 

The next day I was on duty on a 
post ^about 100 yards behind the line 
and as I was new to the front I went 
on the second relief. The post was 
one that had been built into the para¬ 
pet and had sunk since it had been 
made, you could only see from it and, 
as the loop-hole was placed so near 
the top you had to go outside and 
shoot over th e top if you saw any¬ 
thing to shoot at. 1 

That night Jimmie and myself were 
to. go on aeration party with two oth¬ 
ers and when the time came to go 
out we sallied forth, there was Tottan, 
J. McCombie, Jimmie and myself, 
(the centre two were afterwards kill¬ 
ed and the first named lost his left 
leg at Amiens). We pulled steadily 
in the direction of the town of Loos, 
keeping our ears open for the mach¬ 
ine gun of the previous night. As 
we were past the place where the 
machine gun usually opened we were 
breathing a little more freely. 

J. McCombe was ahead and I was 
next to him, we were on the top of a 
rise of ground when we heard a shell 
coming in our direction and knew it 


ed to the memory of the Canadian 
Heroes at Vimy Ridge. 

would land close. I crouched when 
the shell got nearer and when- it 
dropped 30 yards behind us J. Mc¬ 
Combe pitched into a nearby Eh ell- 
hole head first, well, as the pieces of 
shell has sifted through us I naturally 
thought that he was hit, ond ran up 
to the hole and said, “Are you hit, 
Jock?” He did not answer, but got up 
ana went on as though nothing had 
happened. We finally got the rations 
and started on the way back. We 
were going along pretty good when 
the man in front said he was not 
that spot, so we decided to go to 
the right and see what we would hit. 
We had not gone far when we got 
into a trench, and as it proved tto. he 
a kind of a cross between a maze and 
London in a fog, -we decided 
out on top again, ahd a i rTrrftiTiVr^^^ 
onto the top. It was not long be¬ 
fore we heard some talking over to 
our left and on investigation it proved 
t 0 be a party carrying in coy. rations. 
We followed them from there to the 
trench. As son as the trench was 
reached there was an awtful smell of 
onion and mustard gas and as we 
had not far to go we put our fingers 
over our noses amd went the rest of 
the way on the double, to hear when 
we got into the dugout that Fritz had 
given them a lively straffing with gas 
shells while we were away.

movements mentioned, or whether it 
is the real thing, the great depression 
itself. The point must he decided by 
the individual himself. 

What will be the ultimate efect on 
wheat prices? If the movement now 
underway runs its course Wheat prices 
have seen their peak and are now re¬ 
ceding. If it is a temporary move¬ 
ment wheat prices may advance for 
a time and later slip back. The 
slump has already heen so serious 
that a temporary reaction mjght be 
expected as a naturol result. But that 
prospect is by no means certain. 
From the way the market acts at pre¬ 
sent lower rather than higher prices 
are suggested. It may not be right 
or just for wheat prices to go lower 
than they are, or for them to remain 
at present levels, but unfortunately it 
is with the situation as it is and not 
■with the situation as we would like to 
see it, that we are concerned! And 
the facts make one feel bearish. The 
wheat market lacks strength. It is 
easier to send the prices down than it 
is to send theim up; o little selling will 
send them down; buyers are scarce. 
It is hard to see how, with the de¬ 
mand what it is, large supplies on 
this continent ana th e crop of the 
southern hemisphere coming- to har¬ 
vest, much strength will accumulate 


nut be affected by this present read¬ 
justment of values, is theorizing on 
unsound premises. 

Naturally we all feel very much the 
same regarding the particular pro¬ 
duct we have for sale. The man 
working for wages can prove to his 
: 0 wn satisfaction fhat wages cannot 
be reduced until the cost of living 
comes down. The retailer protests 
with equal violence against any sug¬ 
gestion of lower prices, alleging that 
prices cannot come down until the 
high priced goods on his shelves are 
disposed of; he, according to his own 
statement is not in business for fun. 
The manufacturer with costly raw 
material on hand ana warehouses full 
of th e finished product produced at 
war-times cost for labor and material 
claims that he cannot take a nickel 
less than he is asking for his com¬ 
modities and will not cut the price. 
The farmer with his wheat in the 
granary or in the storage elevator- 
wheat that has been produced at a 
high cost for labor and everything 
else that goes into production—-is keen 
to keep the prices up, and justifies 
himself by the use iof the same argu¬ 
ments as are used by the wage earn¬ 
er, retailer and manufacturer. We 
all want to dispose of our product at 
the high price. 

In a brief way the cause of the 
present price reaction is this. For 
five years the prices have' been going 
up. There was every reason why 
they should go up, nor are worldwide 
upward movements in prices new. 
The peculiarity about this one is that 
it was by far the greatest advance in 
prices ever seen i}) a given time. His¬ 
tory holds no parallel to it. We have 
seen great up and down movements 
before, but nothing to compare to this 
We have seen too, that always fol¬ 
lowing a period of high prices comes 
a period of reaction—a period of low¬ 
er prices—and that the two periods 
just about balance each lother in 
length and action And further, that 
;a great downward or upward move¬ 
ment in prices is general, not confin¬ 
ed to any one-commodity or group of 
commodities, but involves everything. 
One can recall that condition very 
similiar to those now developing 
were, experienced in the nineties and 
again about 1907; and that we had 
a temporary price reaction in 1914 
and if memory carries back to the 
early eigthies, or to the years follow¬ 
ing the civil war in the United States 
it will be seen that price depressions 
followed by expansion, to be succeed¬ 
ed in due time by a downward swing, 
has been the order for more than fifty 
years—has been the order of busi¬ 
ness, in fact, as far back as the re¬ 
cords go. 

Competent observers are convinced 
that we are now at the beginning of 
the downward movement that is the 
natural consequence of the five-year 
expansion and value inflation result¬ 
ing from the war. If they are right 
—and the present movement has a 
number of the ear-marks of being 
general and of some length—setting 
lour faces against the inevitable is not 
going to get anywhere, except into 
worse difficulties. 

It is clear that the present move¬ 
ment is widespread—the entire world 
is already involved. It was ushered 
in as all former pp-iods of reaction 
were—by industries ’ sing down, and 
men being thrown n,i: of .work, and 
banks curtailing < s. Its effect

What of Wheat Prices? 

The most conspicuous feature of the 
wheat market for the past two 
months has been its weakness. A 
few signs of strength are seen now 
and then but the weakness is general. 
The chief cause of the general weak¬ 
ness is the downward movement in 
prices. All commodities are being af¬ 
fected. It is all very well for certain 
interests to claim that the particular 
commodities they produce or have on 
their shelves or in their warehouses. 


tion as at present shows ample sup¬ 
plies coming forward for the buying 
countries; important wheat-consum¬ 
ing countries cut off from supplies 
because they are unable to finance 
purchases; the prospect of a customs 
tariff 'O nCanadian. wheat entering 
the States; and increasing business 
depression and unemployment. These 
are the factors that depress wheat 
prices. On th e other hand, opposing 
them, we have the European unrest, 
which may involve some of the pow¬ 
ers in war; the chdnce of the crop of 
South America and Australia no!

Wheat Growing Costs 

The following is a simple way of 
computing farmers’ grain-growing 
costs in the last two years. The fig¬ 
ures quoted are not thoroughly exact, 
but they are close enough for cost 
computations and it seems to me are 
as simple a way of getting at the 
overhead as any other method. 

We assum e that the farmer has a 
quarter-section of land ^ntl as a basis 
of calculation is putting one hundred 
acres in wheat, also that he ha:s his 
outfit and his machinery, 
whira^Bk?-. well within the average 
mark the west.

Results Obtained 

At Lacombe

The results of the tests with wheat j 
at the Lacombe experimental station 
show that under the conditions that 
exised this year, Ruby and Bobs. aje. 
among the earliest in maturirfe .of 
most of the common varieties. . Jluby 
yielded 46 2-3 bushels and matured 
in 108 days; and Bobs yielded 40 
bushels and matured in 103 days. A 
considerable interest is being taken 
in Ruby wheat because of its early 
maturity and quality. In quality it 
compares favorably with Marquis. | 

.Red Bobs- ramrs /.3*b7* : ._the -hlgheat- 
yielders, going 58 bushels per acre 
and maturing in 114 days. Kitchener 
also yielded high, going 56 bushels 
per acre and maturing in the same 
time. Marquis Dominion Chemical, a 
pew strain of Marquis that has been 
tested out for two or three years, 
yielded 54 bushels per aere, and Mar¬ 
quis 50 bushels. Both df-these vari- 
etis also matured in 114 days. 

An unnamed variety lof wheat that 
is being tested out matured in a 
shorter time and yielded heavier than 
any of the other varieties. It matured 
in 98 days and went 60 bushels to The 
acre, which is an outstanding yield, 
considering that the precipitation dur¬ 
ing the growing season this year was 
only 8.8 inches. 

The yields of oats were also fairly 
good. Irish Victory yielded 85 bush¬ 
els and matured in 107 days. Leader, 
a new variety that is becoming fairly 
popular in some districts, were 70 
bushels per acre, maturing at the 
same time. Banner matured seven 
days earlier and yielded 67 bushels 
per acre. 

Trebite barley, a new variety, that 
is being tested out, yielded 75 bushels 
per acre, which is five bushels more 
than the yield of Barks barley, and 
matured in 92 days, while Barks bar¬ 
ley matured in 100 days, The O.A.C. 
No. 21 yielded somewhat less, going 
60 bushels per acre and maturing in 
94 days.

The average western farmer sel¬ 
dom gets quoted prices for wheat and 
20 to 30 cents a bushel freight and 
from paper quotations to get the re¬ 
turn to the grain grower. So that 
with wheat quoted at $2.00 per bush¬ 
el, his return would be say, $1.70 
and granting the farmer as high an 
average as 20 bushels to the acre 
his net profit on his hundred acres 
would t>e only $770. and, if as in most 
cases in the west this ear, the aver¬ 
age is only 15 bushels to the acre or 
lower, the present price of wheat 
means a heavy loss to the grower 
and a serious position to be faced 
in the future. n
